Mr. Prefident, 

SIR, , 
B I Confefs, I am at a Lofs what 

to fay,or how to juftify my felt 
on this Occafion. I had often 
heard, that fome fuch Motion was 
defigned againft me ; but I was 
always at aLofs to conje€ture what 
the Hon. Gentlemen might have 
to fay in Support of their Motion. 
My own Innocence convinced 
me, they had no real Crime, nor 
any wilful Negle& to lay to my 
Charge ; andl therefore fuppofed, 
they had heard fcme malicious 
Stories, which they had given too 
muchCredit to,and which I might 
eafily fhew theFalfehood of, when 
T came to hear them explained. 
But now Ihave heard the whole 
Charge againft me,I do not think 
there is any one Part of it, except 
one fingle Faét, which is not a 
Charge, not only againft his Ma- 
jefty and all thofe of his Council, 
but alfo againft both Houfes of 
Parliament, as well as againft me. 
If I were to anfwer for myfelf a- 
lone,I fhould think my Tafk very 
eafy ; but as] am to anfwer for 
King, Lords & Common¢, it gives 
me great Pain, left their Caufe 
fhould fuffer thro” any Incapacity 
in me: Yet,dangerous.and pain-

I have,indeed, this Advantage, 
Sir, that all the Obje&tions now 
made to theConduét of the Admi- 
niftration, have been already an- 
fwered to the Satisfaétion of a 
Majority of both Houfes of Par- 
liament, and I believe, to the Sa- 
tisfaction of a Majority of the bet- 
ter Sort of People in the Nation; 
therefore, I need only repeat a 
few of thofe Anfwers that have 
been made already,which I fhall 
do in theOrder of Time in which 
the feveral T ranfa€tions happened, 
and confequently muft begin with 
our refufing to accept of the fole 
Mediation offered us by Spain, 
upon the Breach between that 
Court and the Court of France, 
about the latter’s breaking off the 
intended Marriage between their 
King and the Jnfanta of Spain. I 
hope it will not be faid, we had any 
Reafon to quarrel with France 
upon that Account; and therefore, 
if our accepting of that Mediation 
might have occafioned our quar- 
relling with France, we had no 
Bufinefs with it, unlefs we had 
fomething very beneficial for our- 
felves to expeét by the Acceptance. 
A Reconciliation between the 
Courts ofVienna and Madrid was, 
*tis true,-what was to be wifhed 
for by all Europe, as well as by 
us, provided it had been brought 
about "without any Defign to 
difturb.our Tranquillity, or- the 
Tranquillity of Europe ; but both

own Condu& ;_ but asI do ng 
defire to juftify my own, with- 
out iuftifying at the fame Tim 
his late Majefty’s Condu@, | 
muft obferve, that his late Mi. 
jefty had fuch Information, x 
convinced not only him, but a 
thofe of hisCouncil, both at hom 
and abroad, that fome danger 
ous Defigns had been formed be 
tween the Emperor and Spai, 
at the Time of their concluding 
the Treaty at Vienna in My 
1725. Defigns, Sir, which wer 
dangerous not only to the Liber 
ties of this Nation, but to the Li 
berties of Europe. ‘They were na 
only to wreft Gibraltar and Pu 
Mahon from this Nation, al 
to force the Pretender upon u, 
but they were to have Don G 
los married to the Emperor’s di: 
eft Daughter, who would thet 
by have had aProbability of uti 
ting in his Perfon, or in the Pe 
fon of fome of his Succeffors, & 
Crowns of France and Spain wit 
the /mperialDignity,and the 4 
Tt was there 
fore highly reafonable, both 
France andus, to take the 4 
larum at fuch Defigns, and! 
think betimes of preventing t 
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being carried intoExecution. But 
with regard to us, it was more 
particularly our Bufinefs to take 
the Alarum, becaufe we were to 
have been immediately attack’d, 

I fhall grant, Sir, it would 

have been very difficult, if not 
impoffible, for Spain and the 
Emperor, joined together,to have 
invaded, or made themfelvesMa- 
fers of any of his Majefty’s 
Brit Dominions ; but will 
it be faid, they might not have 
invaded his Majefty’s Dominions 
in Germany,in order to force him 
toa Compliance with what they 
defired of him, as King of Great 
Britain? And if thofe Domi- 
nions had been invaded on Ac- 
ount of a Quarrel with this 
Nation, fhould not we have 
been obliged both in Honour 
nd Intereft to defend them ? 
hen we were thus threatned, 

t was therefore abfolutely necef- 
ary for us to make an Alliance 
ith France ; and that we 
might not truft too much to their 
\fiftance, it was likewife necef- 
ary to form. Alliances with the 
orthern Powers,and with fome 
fthe Princes in Germany,which 

e never did, nor ever could do, 
ithout granting them immediate 
biidies, Thefe Meafures were 
herefore, I ftill think, not only 

dent but neceflary, & by thefe 
leafures we made it much more 
angerous for the Emperor and 
pain to attack us, than it would 
herwife have been. 

But ftill, Sir, tho’ by thefeAl- 
ances we put ourfelves upon an 
ual Footing with our Enemies, 

Cafe of an Attack, yet, in or- 
to preferve the Tranquillity 

Europe, as well as our own, 
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there was fomething elfe to be 
done. We knew that War could 
not be begun or carried on with- 
out Money ; we knew that the 
Emperor had no Money for that 
Purpofe, without receiving large 
Remittances from Spain ; and 
we knew that Spain could fend 
him no fuch Remittances with- 
out receiving large Returns of 
Treafure from the Weft-Indies. 
The only Way therefore to ren- 
der thefe two Powers incapable 
of difturbing the Tranquillity of 
Europe was, by fending a Squa- 
dron to the Wefl-Indies to tlop 
the Return of the Spanifh Gal- 
leons ; and this made it necef- 
fary at the fame Time to fend 
a Squadron to the JAdediter- 
ranean, for the Security of our va- 
luable Poffeffions in that Part of 
the World. - By thefe Meafures 
the Emperer faw it was impofli- 
ble for him to attack us in any 
Part of the World, becaufe Spain 
could give him no A fiiftance, 
either in Money or Troops ; 
and as for the Spaniards Attack 
upon Gibraltar, it was fo vain, 
we had no Occafion to call] upon 
our Allies for Affiftance: A 
fmall Squadron of our own pre- 
vented their attacking it by Sea, 
and from their Attack at Land 
we had nothing to fear; they 
might have knock’d their Brains 
out againft inacceflible Rocks, to 
this very Day, without bringing 
that Fortrefs into any Danger. 
I do not pretend, Sir, to be a 
peat Mafter of foreign Affairs : 
n that Poft in which I have the 
Honour to ferve his Majefty, it 
is not myBufinefs to meddle with 
them ; and as one of hisMajefy’s. 
Council I have but one Voice ;

bably be feenfome Time in Au- 
guft in the Sign of Taurus or Ge- 
mini in the Morning before Sun 
rife. ‘Then as it comes nearer in 
its Orbit it paffes thro’ Cancer 
Leo, &c. on the NorthSide of the 
Ecliptic, in the Latitude of about 
20 Deg. North. But with Re- 
fpe€&t to its Pofition from the Sun 
it will pafs from ‘Taurus through 
Aries, Pifces &c. Retrograde ’till 
it comes to Scorpio or Libra, and 
then by Reafon of the Eccentri-

From the Obfervations of A- 
ftronomers, it feems probable, that 
the Comet which appeared in 
1682 was the fame which was 
feen before in 1607, and 1531, 
and therefore may be expected a- 
gain in 1758, after a Period ot 
75 Years: And that a Comet 
which appear’d in the Year 1532 
appear’d again in 1661, after a 
Period of 129 Years, and fo may 
be expected to return in the Year 
1790: And that the great Co- 
met which appeared in 1680 was 
the fame that was feen in the 
Time of K. Henry I. in 1106, 
and in §31,and in the forty-fourth 
Year betore Chrift, in which Fu- 
lius Cefar was murdeted.: . lf fo, 
then the Period. of this Comet 
is about 575 Years. ‘There are 
between 20 and 30 that have ap- 
peared fince the Year 1337, but 
no two Appearances feem to be- 
long to the fame Comet, except 
thofe above mentioned, “Ihe Co- 
met of 1680 was in one Part of 
its Orbit within half the Sun’s 
Breadth of the Way of the Earth. 

The Ancients were divided in 
their Opinions concerning them, 
fome confidering them as wander- 
ing Stars, others as Meteors kind- 
led in the Atmofphere of the 
Earth, fubfifting for a Time, and 
then diffipated : Others looked 
upon them as. ominous Pradigies,. 
But it.is pat beyond all Dotibt by.

the more accurate Obfervations 
of the late Aftronomers, that they 
are a Kind of Planets, That they 
are not Meteors is obvious, for if 
they were, they could not bear 
that vaft Heat, which fome of 
them in their Peribelia receive 
from the Sun, The great Comet 
which appeared in 1680 was with- 
in afixth Part of the Sun’s Dia- 
meter from its Surface, and there- 
fore muft acquire a Degree of 
Heat intenfe beyond all Ima- 
gination. 

One Method by which Aftro- 
nomers inveftigate the apparent 
Courfe of a Comet, is this : They 
obferve what two Stars are di- 
rectly one on one Side of the Co- 
met, and the other on the other ; 
which is done by holding up a 
Thread between the Eye and the 
twoStars,and extending it in fuch 
Manner, as that it fhall feem to 
crofs each Star : Then they look 
out two other Stars in fuch Situ- 
ation alfo, that the Comet fhall 
appear in a Line that pafles from 
one to the others which are found 
as before: Then they extend a 
Thread upon the ceeleftial Globe, 
from one of the two firft Stars to 
the other ; and another Thread 
from one of the two laft Stars to 
the other : And the Point on the 
Globe where the Threads crofs 
is the apparent Place of the Co- 
met at the Time the Obfervation 
wasmade. This they dodaily,and 
fo trace out its.apparent Courfe in 
the Heavens. 

Few of the Comets are to be 
feen in their Accefs to the Sun, 
but in their Recefs appear with 
long fiery. Tails, pointing direct-

High and Mighty Lords, 

"THE underwritten Ambafla- 

dor Extraordinary and Pie- 
nipotentiary has the Honour to 
prefent thisMemorial to yourHigh 
Mightineffes, in order to. take 
Leave of this Republick : It is 
but natural that Princes fhould em- 
ploy in their Service fuch as are 
“moft agreeable to them. 
* On this Occafion, I have ex- 
prefs Orders from the King, my

MonDAY 23. 

From Pifcataqua, by the laft 
Poft, we have Advice, that His 
Majefty’s Ship Aftraea, laying in 
the Pool a Mile below the Town, 
took Fire fuddenly on Tuefday 
Morning Jaft about 3 o’Clock, 
(being as exceffive a cold Seafon 
as has been known for many Y ears 
paft and a ftrong N. W. Wind at 
the fame Time) which burnt her 
down ro the Water’s Edge in § 
Hours ;., Her Gun-Powder and 
Sails were afhore. .*Tis faid the 
commanding Officer, &c. at eight 
o’Clock in the Evening before, 
upon fetting the Watch as ufual, 
faw the Fire put out in the Cook- 
Room. ’Tis generally agreed on 
by the Men then on board, that 
fome Fire had conceal’d itfelf in 
theBeams under the Fire- Hearth; 
and as thePeople lay in the Ship’s 
Hold (having one Deck only ) 
none were fenfible of it, ’till the 
Fore-part of her was all in aBlaze. 
While they made ufe of the Buc- 
kets to draw Water, it froze fo 
exceedingly, that there was not 
above a Quart left in a Bucket by 
that Time they could get near 
the Fire, being cas’d over in and 
out-fide with Ice; In the Aétion 
many of the Men’s Fingers and 
Toes were frozen. Suitable Pro-
